Of U. S. Fighting Men’s Valor

CHICAGO, June 17.—This is 
the story of the Lexington’s last 
hour. 

It is a tale of gallantry above 


and beyond the valor of men in 
the heat of battle. 

It is the story of a crew, 
smashed and blitzed from the air 
by an overwhelming enemy force, 
that rose to a second desperate 
fight when attacked from within 
by natural enemies-that fed upon 
the fuels and stores within the 
great, valiant aircraft carrier. 

Many of the men who distin- 
guished themselves so greatly dur- 
ing these final nine hours of the 
Lexington’s existence as a ship 
had been Navy men for only a 
few months. Many of them had 
joined after the Japanese assaults 
on Pearl Harbor. Many were on 
their first cruise.

| Vessel Hard Hit. 


| Today we are concerned with | 
The great old ship | 


the Lexington. 
—one of the twin carriers around 
which almost all modern carrier 


—was hard hit in the attack which 
began at 11:16 a. m. and continued 
for 17 minutes. 


Five torpedoes had torn huge 
holes—20 to 30 feet in diameter— 
in her port (left) side along the 
waterline and below it. One heavy 
bomb, probably a Japanese 1,000- 
pounder, had hit the ship’s rail on 


the forward flight deck and on 
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the port forward S«inch gun po- 
sition. Another lighter bomb had 
ripped holes in her smokestack 
and killed with its splinters sev- 
eral men of an antiaircraft ma- 
chineg..n crew stationed there. 

In addition to these direct hits 
by torpedoes and bombs, the Lex- 
ington also had been damaged to 
some extent by scores of near 
misses by Japanese divebombers. 
The heavy bombs, exploding in 


the water at distances of 100 feet 
ito 10 feet from the carrier's sides, 
had rocked her and possibly had 
sprung certain sideplates. 

She had taken, In the swift air 
battle, a six-degree list to the 
port side as water poured through 
the torpedo holes. 

Finally the heavy bomb which 
Struck the rail of the forward 
flight deck had penetrated into 
the living quarter below. There a 
quantity of five-inch shells had 
been set off. The combination of 
explosions had started a fire and 
had been responsible for heavy 
casualties among the Marines who 
formed the gun crews. 


Quarters Demolished. 


These quarters also happened 
to be those of Rear Admiral Au- 
brey fitch, whose guest I was of- 
ficially. My room, my clothing, 
notes and typewriter, not to men- 
tion. my safe in which I had $100 
in currency and a wristwatch, suf- 
fered severely. Admiral Fitch’s pa- 
pers and belongings also were 
shattered and strewn about. The 
fire that folldwed the explosions 
burned fiercely until damage 
crews extinguished them with 
chemicals, leaving the wreckage 
and tattered bigs of furnishings 
covered with a chemical foam. 

The torpedoes and bombs had 
damaged three firerooms of the 
Lexington’s engine system. This 
damage, however, was not suffi- 
cient to stop her. Indeed her speed 
never dropped below 25 knots un- 
til hours after the attack. She 


stayed with the other carrier—her 
name is withheld for reasons of 
national security—and with the 
cruisers and destroyers. We were 
all bound for the Japanese, the 
intention of. Admiral Fitch and 
Rear Admiral Frank Fletcher be- 
ing to close in and finish them off. 


Almost before the last Japanese 
divebomber had flown away Com- 
mander H. R. (Pop) Healy had 
telephoned to the bridge to tell 
Captain Fred Sherman, the Lex- 
ington’s skipper (and since pro- 
moted to rear admiral): “We got 
the torpedo damage temporarily 
shored up, the fires out and soon 
will have the ship back on an 
even keel.”

The crew was still at “battle 
stations.”

I had made an arrangement 
with Commander Mort Seligman,

This accounted for 
his poor approach and landing 
technique. It was notable that 
during the many weeks I was 
aboard the Lexington and the 
thousands of landings I saw that 
McDonald’s was the only one in 
which a plane was lost. 

Ship's Planes Return. 

Now many planes of all typés 
began returning from the attack 
on the Jap fleet.

The admiral pltched 
his voice in a conversational tone, 
saying: 

“Well, Fred, I guess it's time to 
get the men off,” 

It was 5:15 p. m., the end of the 
battle for the Lexington. 

With the failure of the electrical 
power systems came an interrup- 
tion of the great blowers—-the 
ship’s ventilating system. Heat 
quickly rose in the engine and 
firerooms to between 145 and 162 
degrees Fahrenheit. Nevertheless, 
the engineer's gang stayed at their 
posts and kept their equipment 
going to give the 25-knot speed 
demanded. 

“We felt most of the explosions 
a lot more strongly ‘toward the 
rear than you did at the front,” 
one of the firetenders told me aft- 
erward. “The heat and blasts af- 
fected us to the point where we 
had difficulty in keeping our 
minds clear. We were dizzy and 
had violent headaches from the 
heat.” 

Fire Keeps Spreading. 

During. this time the damage 
control gangs and _ firefighters 
were engaged in a desperate fight 
to save the ship. This fight was 
becoming hopeless. More than 25 
per cent of the below decks sec- 
tion was now a blazing inferno. 

Bulkheads adjoining the burn- 
ing sections turned red with heat 
and thick layers of paint curled 
off and began burning—to trans 
fer the fire into new areas. 

The steel decks above the fires 
grew unbearably hot and flames 
angrily licked their way up 
through twisted open scuttles. 

Then the fire engulfed the ma- 
chine shop. Twenty bombs—each 
weighing 1,000 pounds of which

Bones were 
fractured, heads broken and with 
it all there were critical burn. 

As injured or § smoke-blinded 
men from these gangs were 
brought up to the flight deck for 
treatment, other men stepped for- 
ward, donned the smoke helmets 
taken from the casualties and 
went below in their places. 

Several times Commander Selig- 
man was blown through open 
doors and out of scuttleholes. One 
of his men told me later: “The 
‘exec’ was continually being blown 
through doors and ou’ of holes 
like a cork out of a bottle.” 

It is not possible to estimate the 
total number of men lost fighting 
the fire, but medical records for 
the Lexington showed that at least 
half the casualties were those 
caused by explosions and burns 

One of the most violent explo- 
sions of all came at 2:45 p. m. It 
happened just forward of the 
bridge and caused much damage. 
It was apparent to all that the end 
was near, and I found later I had 
written in my notes the time of 
the explosion and the one word: 
r“End.” But I was wrong. The 
crew and officers did not even 
give up then 

Ship's Helm Unsteady. 

The Lexington was still making 
headway strongly though her 
steering was becoming awkward. 
This was due solely to the loss 
of time in transmitting orders. It 
was impossible to keep the helm 
steady. At this time Admiral 
Fletcher signaled the other ships 
to disregard the movements of 
the Lexington. 

Her battered, exhausted, 
scorched, and singed crew gath- 
ered on the after end of the flight 
deck.

Uncomfortable Reality 
Our heroes remind us of the victories at 
" Midway and the Coral Sea. 

Realities remind us that the war is going 
badly with the Russians at Sevastopol and with 
the English at Tobruk in the vital African 
Campaign. 

Realities remind us that our Navy is so far- 

lung in the Pacific, to defend—not yet to 
attack: and in the Atlantic to convoy supplies, 
that it cannot defend against the submarine 
menace. Crowds line the beach near Norfolk, 
Na. to watch a submarine sink a ship in 
broad daylight. The crowd sees, from its van- 
tage point, a slight scene from the drama of 
war as bombing planes rush in to drop bembs 
at points where they hope the submarine 
may be 

Realities remind us that since the attack on 
Pearl Harbor the toll of ships has reached 274, 
which is about as fast as we can build them. 

Realities remind us that Japan holds most 
of the islands in the Pacific. Land-based alr 
power, the most deadly of all air power, is 
firmly established on those islands. It could do 
to our fleet what our land-based air power did 
to the Japanese fleet when it ventured toward 
Midway ...and into the Coral Sea. 

All of this adds up to this— 

We have not yet begun to win the war. The 
German: and the Japanese have not yet, at any 
point, been placed on the defensive. 

Production alone will not win the war. If we 
have no bases on which to base air power and 
supply ships, we cannot take back the islands 
from the Japanese. We must defend the few 
bases we have, including. Australia, all of which 
are subject to attack and invasion. 

A huge task lies ahead of us. The reality is 
stark. The danger yet very real. Those who 
talk of a collapse in 30 days or 60, are indulging 
in harmful, wishful thinking. Nothing at all 
supports any such fantastic and roseate belief. 

-It is cousin to that fantastic and roseate 
idea that somehow we would keep out of the 
war. Such a belief existed for many, many 
months and held back our preparation for war. 

THe unsustained, easy optimism that some- 
how the war will be won without much work 
and sacrifice now does its part in retarding the 
war effort. 

One must go on the facts and realities.

scope of our victory in the Coral 
Sea and Midway Island naval-air battles promises to be more -far- 
reaching than anything yet hinted at in the official communiques. 

The writers of the communiques, always an 
overcautious lot, merely gave the facts as to 
actual sinkings without attempting to interpret 
the results. We sank or severely damaged some 
51 Japanese ships while losing only four of our 
own and having a fifth one damaged. 

These figures are remarkable enough on 
their own face value. They are more than suf- 
ficient to restore any lost prestige the Navy 
suffered by being caught napping at Pearl 
Harbor. Probably, never before in history have 
the results of a naval battle been so one-sided. 
The Japs have probably been awakened, at 
last, to the realization that in tackling us they 
bit off quite a bit more than they can chew. 

But the real significance of the two battles 
lies in the number of their aircraft carriers we 
destroyed. We have practically wiped out the 
air striking power of the Japanese fleet.

Naval officials are reluctant to say what this means, but if any 
lesson was learned from the Coral Sea and Midway battles, and 
the earlier sinking of the Repulse and the Prince of Wales, it is

By a superior use of air power we completely routed the Japa- 
nese at both Midway and in the Coral Sea. Surface units of the 
two opposing fleets never got within gun-fire of each other. 
blasted them out of the water with carrier and land-based planes 
before their ships got within a 100 miles of us.

JAP CARRIERS According to the best information our naval 

intelligence was able to develop, the Japanese 
at the beginning of the war had a total of 11 regular naval carriers, 
together with several other vessels of the general type which had 
been improvised from merchant ships. Of the 11 naval carriers, 
six were of the larger type ranging from 15,000 to 26,000 tons. The 
five smaller ones were of 7,000 to 10,000 tons, three of the latter and 
two of the former, These smaller ones are hardly important enough 
to count except in isolated operations. 

It now appears that all six of, the first-class large Jap carriers 
were wiped out in the two sea engagements. We sank two of them 
in the Coral Sea and the remaining four in the Midway Island battle. 

It is doubtful that the surviving five smaller vessels are equal 
to one of our larger carriers of the Saratoga class, which is a sister 
ship to the Lexington, which went down in the Coral Sea fighting. 
We have others which are far more modern. Still others will soon 
be sliding off the ways under the 1940 two-ocean navy program. 

Thus, within the space of about a month we have all but de- 
stroyed the air striking power of the Japanese navy. The five re- 
maining smaller carriers and the several others converted from 
merchant vessels are said to have been built primarily for service off 
the China coast.

$100,000 to provide these facilities. 
The student body has increased 50 
per cent within a year. This was 
a great work for the protection of 
the health and lives of the people 
of Georgia. This is especially true 
of the small cities and towns and 
rural communities when so many 
doctors and nurses are being call- 
ed into the armed forces of the 
United States. 

Public health doctors ‘and public 
health nurses and public health en- 
gineers work to prevent and do 
prevent diseases and protect the 
health and lives of the people of 
the state, and especially in the 
rural sections, small cities and 
towns, where there are so few doc- 
tors and nurses. The calling of doc- 
tors and nurses into the armed 
forces of the United States makes 
it imperative to have public health 
workers to cover these communi- 
ties during these war times. 

The federal government ap- 
propriates to the state of Georgia 
about half a million déllars, an- 
nually, for public health work. 
Both federal and state laws re- 
quire doctors, nurses and engi- 
neers to take special post-graduate 
studies in college and become pub- 
lic health doctors, public Nealth 
nurses and public health engineers, 


The federal government requires 
the State Board of Health of Geor- 
gia to spend about $55,000 to $60,- 
000 annually of federal money, to 
send trainees to colleges out of the 
state, because there is no medical 
college in Georgia prepared to give 
such post-graduate courses. With 
the $100,000 appropriation given 
the State Medical College last year, 
additions in buildings and equip- 
ment have been made, and the col- 
lege now only needs an annual ap- 
propriation for maintenance of 
$50,000, when it can easily give the 
courses of study and graduate pub-

Charles C. Boycott never was a 
historical nor famous personage, 
but his name is a part of every 
civilized language on earth.

ROBERT BEST, TRAITOR In the early spring of 1938, just 
after Hitler and his legions had 


occupied Austria, I inquired at the Associated Press office in Vienna - 
about other press representatives and went around to call on Robert 
Best, of the United Press 

He was, they said at his office, to be found 
it the Cafe Louvre. 

He was. He was drinking coffee. Around 
1im were two or three men and next him was 
1 very pretty girl who looked very much like 
he actress, Louise Rainer. 

He was pleasant, charming. He had been in 
Vienna for 17 years as the United Press cor- 
respondent. He was South Carolina born. His 
father was, perhaps still is, a minister in South 
carolina. He had gone to Austria on a scholar- 
ihip from the Columbia School of Journalism. 

Vienna was just a stop on his travels. He 
liked the place. He got a job. He stayed there. 
In all those 17 yers he rarely left Vienna. He 
never came home, even for a short vacation. 
He became almost entirely European. He was 
something like a lotus eater-who ate daily of 
the comfort, the pleasantness and the delight of 


Vienna. 

The city had that reputation. People loved it. Life was pleasant 
there if one had even a little money. 

Best became a character. Tourists knew of him. The people 
knew him. He spent most of his waking hours at the Cafe Louvre, 
having coffee, an occasional whisky and soda, or beer, 

Today Robert Best, of South Carolina, is a traitor, doing radio 
speeches for Joseph Goebbels, mouthing the propaganda of that 
very shrewd, cold-blooded murderer. 

I used to think that if I ever knew a

traitor, I would feel for him a great 


and burning anger. And perhaps I would if it were the sort of 
traitor we have learned about in Europe's reports of Fifth 
Columnists. 

But, somehow, at a distance, all I can feel for Robert Best is 
pity and disgust. 

He was very much in love with the girl who looked like Louise 
Rainer. But that cannot explain it, because when I saw them in 
Vienna, on several nights at the cafe, she hated Hitler and the Nazis 
with a very great hatred. 

There was about Robert Best in those days several newspaper- 
men. They liked him tremendously because he was helpful and 
kind. 

One of them was a Jew who had been a very brave and able 
officer all through the first World War. _He had been cited for 
bravery for his leadership and disregard of danger in several 
battles. 

After the war he had been a patriot and had fought for the 
Austrian republic; for Dolfuss and for Schuschnigg and for his 
country. He had a very great affection for Best. A year ago I saw 
him in this country. He had to flee Austria because he was with 
the old crowd which had opposed Hitler. Indeed, this man was 
in the ranks with other Austrian soldiers ready to oppose the 
Germans. They were called off. 

He was saying, a year ago, how much he thought of Best and 
how Best had protected and helped him. 

Now, Best is making radio talks in which he hates the President 
of the United States and all Jews. Reports of his speeches, heard 
by short wave, are not flattering to Best even if one ignores the 
subject. They are poorly worded, stupidly phrased. 


THE QUALITY OF PITY My pity does not go too far. If, 


and when, the war is over, I think 
Best should be punished in some fashion. It is likely the very task 
of living among people who will have contempt for him, will be 
enough. I think Best, though, will try to stay 711 his life in Vienna. 
If Vienna will have him. 

The mills of the Gods, which not always grind slowly but 
which always grind exceeding small, may catch up with him there. 
I would not like ta be a Nazi hireling in Vienna when the war is 
done. There will be some bloody killings there when the protect- 
ing arms of the Gestapo are withdrawn. 

I remember one night when a group of us were sitting in the 
Cafe Louvre watching the bully boys of the Nazis drinking and 
dining with their girls, there was a fist fight in one corner between 
two young men of about 20. Blood flowed from a cut lip. I recall 
Best saying: “The fools, to think they believe they can go through 
the world with men like that.” 

Well, they went through a large part of it with their bully bovs, 
who were trained to fight and kill and who were trained to hard- 
ship and to blind obedience. 

And now Best, a South Carolinian, has joined them. TI don't 
think it is the girl, even though she was lovely. I can’t believe she 
has changed her mind about the Nazis. I think it was just that 
Best, who didn’t care much about money, but who wanted only 
his corner in the Cafe Louvre, his conversation and his ease. 

Pity and disgust is about all one can feel for him.

Chance or Enjoy Luxury? 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Which is smarter, to face disagreeable facts or to kid ourselves 
for the sake of morale? 

Which course is more likely to bring victory in time to save all 
the world from ruin? 

We are kidding ourselves about shipping. We talk cheerfully 
about being “up to schedule,” though our ships and their precious 
cargoes are being sunk twice as fast as we are replacing them. 

We are kidding ourselves about rubber. You hear much opti- 
mistic and senseless talk about the rubber situation, but have you 
ever seen the official figures? Here they are—dull reading, but 
something we had better know. 

The Japs were smart. They struck first at our weak spot. We 
had been using rubber at the rate of 766,000 tons a year: (Now we 
must supply our Allies, too.) From Malaya we got 550,935 tons, 
and the Japs took Malaya. From the Dutch East Indies we got 
367,373 tons, and the Japs took the Indies. From Ceylon we got 
59,804 tons and the Japs took Ceylon. From Burma and Thai and 
the Malay Islands we got 20,511 tons, and the Japs took those sources. 

We have nothing left but Africa and Latin America, which sup- 
plied 10,419 and 10,753 tons—only 2 per cent of our total. 

Now what is the pretty side of the picture, if any? 

Well, last year, before the Japs struck, we imported 1,025,563 
tons. And our 34,000,000 private cars, taxis, trucks and buses have 
in their tires 1,180,000 tons—a vast reserve if saved, but we are 
rapidly scraping it off on concrete highways. 

The rubber in old tires is virtually as good as new rubber. The 
only difference is that it contains sulphur, added to make it vul- 
canize, and not all of this can be removed. 

Synthetic rubber can serve as it serves Germany, but we don’t 
hope to produce over 28,000 tons this year. If plans work out, we 
may produce a total of 450,000 tons of synthetic of all kinds in 
1943—but not this year. 

So there you have it. We can’t make war without rubber for 
trucks, gun carriers, mosquito boats, blimps, gas masks, bombers 
and battleships, and the bottom of the barrel is in sight. 

Already our tank builders are using steel instead of rubber for 
treads, which means the tanks will lose 10 per cent of their speed. 
And since their effectiveness depends in large measure on speed, 
boys who might have lived will die for want of those rubber treads. 

When it is too late, the government will commandeer and appor- 
tion where needed every pound of rubber in private possession. 
Why not do it now?, Are we still too soft to wage war?

SOUTHERN PACIFIC HAULAGE 
——The load carried by Southern 
Pacific so far this year, measured 
by tons hauled one mile, is more 
than 85 per cent greater than in 
the same period of the boom-time 
record year of 1929, A. T. Mercier, 
president, reveals in an article for 
the June issue of the railroad’s 
magazine, just off the press. 

The 85 per cent increase in 1942 
over the corresponding period of 
1929 has built up, Mercier reports, 
from an increase of more than 56 
per cent in 1941 over 1929. 

“While our volume has greatly 
increased,” he continues, “it should 
not be assumed that either revenue 
or net income has increased pro- 
portionately. The average revenue 
received in 1941 was 26 per cent 
less per ton mile and 40 per cent 
less per passenger mile ‘than in 
1929.
